In this regard one of the Sisters, 
speaking for the Mother Superior of 
the convent, said today: 

“Helen evidently has no intention of 
going to a convent, even for seclusion. 
According to the way we understand 
the case, it is her father’s wish and 
not her own, that she should go into 
retreat. We could not receive any one 
that way. A woman who comes within 
our walls, whether it be to become a 
mun or merely to get-away from the 
world temporarily, must do so of her 
own free will. No one is ever forced 


lingly and prove that no force, coer- 
cion or persuasion has been used to 
bring them here.” 

Washington friends of Miss Maloney 
stated today that she would enter 
Visitation, but there has been no com- 
munication between the authorities 
of that institution and the family* of 
Miss Maloney looking toward the visit 
of the young woman to Washington.

GETS NEW COURAGE. 

France is still awaiting Spain's ap- 
proval of the joint note before com- 
municafting it to the powers. 

A special dispatch says that Abd- 
el-Aziz has received a message from 
his lieutenant, Tougul, announcing his 
victory over the force of Mulai Hafid 
and his subsequent occupation of Mos- 
recco City. As a consequence, Abd- 
el-Aziz has abandoned his idea of re- 
linguishing the struggle. 

Tougul's letter is couched hm the most 
vigorous terms. He says: 

“Even if you have nothing but 1% 
shirt to your back, do not lose confi- 
dence. Await at the bank of the Re- 
bia River; I will come and seek you.” 

DEFEAT FOR MULAIL,

that Tougui on August 26 defeated th 
forces under Glaoauo, a lieutenant of 
Mulai Hafid, at a point three hours’ 
distant from the city. 

There was a desperate battie, in 
which the followers of Mulai Hafid had 
500 men killed. Glaoauo was injured 
and he had three horses shot und¢r 
him. 

Later reports say that the butchery 
was terrible. 

Mulai Hafid is urgently seeking rein- 
forcements.

SUMMARY OF THE DAY. 


Adolph Ramish has raised a ques- 


lic Works, and declares it a gigantic

OOD CONTRACT 
IS ATTACKED. 


RAMISH SAYS IT IS A GIGANTIC 
MONOPOLY FOR DESMOND. 


Finds it is Exclusive and -That 
Others Whe Might Want to Serve 
Aqueduct Employees With Meals 
Have no Protection as Con- 
tractor is insured. 


That the contract awarded to D. J. 
Desmond by the Board of Public 
Works to feed the workmen on the Los 
Angeles aqueduct has established a gi- 
gantic monopoly at the expense of the 
employés is the allegation of Adolph 
Ramish of Ramish & Marsh, contract- 
ors. He called at the office of the 
board yesterday to ascertain if the con- 
tract with Desmond is exclusive, and 
whether there was a competitive pro- 
posal. His answers were “yes” and 
“neo” respectively. 

The contract was executed with Des- 
mond late in July, and according to 
Ramish gives him unprecedented privi- 
leges and excludes all others. Ramish 
says persons at Elizabeth Lake and 
elsewhere were preparing to establish 
commissaries, and that he, Ramish, 
had been sitting up nights for six 
months figuring out what kind of a 
proposal to make if the board decided 
to let the feeding contract. 

“To my surprise,” said he, “I learned 
of the contract only after it had been 
executed and noted in the newspapers. 
I had supposed, of course, the work- 
men would have the benefit of compe- 
tition, but they did not. They must 
pay $5 for twenty-one meals and their 
debt is charged to their time aceount, 
and the amount deducted from their 
pay and paid to Desmond. The aque- 
duct commission delivers water to his 
cooki camps free and in some cases 
him with utensils. There is 
no chance for him to lose a cént, but 
there ie a chance, for him to make 
enormous profits by his monopoly. 
Competition would have saved the 
workmen thousands of doijlars.”’ 
_Ramish declares if bids had been 
asked for the price and conditions 
would have been much more favorable 
to the workmen. Even if the contract 
had not been made exclusive, he says, 
the workmen would have derived some 
benefit from competition, but the ar- 
rangement with Desmond shuts al! 
others out. 

Ramish asked yesterday if others 
who wanted to sell food to the men 
can haye the same credit protection 
as Desmond and got a negative answer. 
He did not press the subject before the 
board, but may bring it up later. 

While the contract is exclusive it 
may beterminated by the board on 
thirty days’ notice. whenever the serv- 
ice is deemd unsatisfactory. By this 
clause the board feels that it has a 
constant check on the quantity and 
quality of food served by Desmond, 
and that the whole theory of the con- 
tract ts to insure wholesome, abundant 
food rether than cheap prices. In this 
connection it is said the surveillance 
of the food served has resulted in lit- 
tle complaint and that sickness is al- 
most at minimum. commission 
has much work to do in the sanitary 
lime and the check on the fitness of 
the food served is an important incl- 
dent in this. Recently the commission 
prohibited the use of gulch waters by 
employés because of feer of pollution. 
Every effort is being made to prevent 
camp diseases and rt of the success 
to quality of the 


Ramish says he has had much éx- 
perience in feeding large construction 
forces, having handled the contract for 
the Coast Line of the Southern Pacific. 

It is estimated that the income from 
the feed account of the work on the 
aqueduct will average $5000 a week 
during the five or six years the work 
Is expected to continue.

BUTCHER'S HOME. 


He Says Wife Prefers Younger 
Man—Bhe Alleges Threats to Kill 
Self and Children, Calling of Un- 
complimentary Names, and Other 
Thinge—Alimony Suit. 


The name of Clarence de Blinn, al- 
leged destroyer of W. W. Post's do- 
mestic felicity, figured prominently in 
Judge James's court yesterday, when 
Post, a South Spring street butcher, 
appeared to show cause why he should 
not pay Mrs. Gertrude L. Post ali- 
mony and attorney's fees pending the 
trial of her suit for divorce on the 
ground of cruelty. 

Post presented en affidavit that he 
is practically without means and that 
his brothers and sisters, who own the 
house at No. 1134 Oxford street, where 
Mrs. Post and her two children have 
lived, will not permit her to remain 
there because her actions with De Blinn 


thave caused neighborhood talk. 


When the court awarded Mrs. Post 
$7 weekly maintenance, the husband 
said he could arrange to let his wife 
remain in the house if she would agree 
not to have De Blinn call there, but 
to this Mrs. Post would not agtee. 

“Mrs. de Blinn a mother 
to me in my trouble,” Mrs. Post sai, 
“and when she calls on me, her in- 
valid condition makes it necessary ‘or 
her son to call with her and help her.” 

In her complaint, Mre. Post charges 
that her hus has repeatedly 
threatened to kill her and her children, 
made jealous accusations against her 
without cause, called her names re- 
fiecting on her character, and said whit 
she is not satisfied with an old man 
es a husband but prefers the com- 
panionship of a younger one. She de- 
nies all these charges. 

A favorite method that Post used to 
annoy her. she declares, was to call 
her attention to news accounts 
of how men have kill or injured 
faithless wives, telling her that she Is 
no better then the woman named, and 
that a husband is justified tn such uc- 
tion. He would cut such stories from 
the newspapers and lay them on her 
plate at table, or pin them over her 
picture on the wall, telling her that 
some day he would do as other men 
have done, she stated. 

Post says that he will file a cross- 
complaint, charging that Mrs. Post Is 
too fond of Blinn, that the latter has 
repeatedly called at Post's home and 
remained for periods during the day 
and evening when Post was away, 
end that one evening the husband 
found him sitting with Mrs. Post on 
the porch and embracing her. 

The court stated that he will set the 
case for trial at as early a date as

SUNDAY-SWEARING CHARGE. 
Whether Samuel! Belcher swore in 

the grocery store of his father, E. B. 
Belcher. near Compton avenue and 
Sixty-ninth street, on Sunday noon, 
August 16, or whether Mrs. Matilda 
Rieckenberg, who lives near the gro- 
cery, imagined that he did was the 
issue presented to Justice Stephens 
yesterday at Belcher's trial for dis- 
turbing the peace. 

“It is evident that some one is not 
telling the truth,” remarked the court, 
after hearing the testimony. “We will 
continue the trial until Tuesday morn- 
i 
oe was sitti in my house on the 
Sunday when Icher and his father 
began swearing at each other in the 
grocery, three lots away,” said Mrs. 
Rieckenberg. “They used awful lan-

E. B. Belcher corroborated his son's 
story, while Miss Ida Burke said that 
only a tree intervenes between her 
door and the grocery, that she was at 
home all day on August 16, and that 
she did not hear a sound. Two of the 
neighbors sa!d the same.

Fach man holds What purports 
to be an order from the owner of the 
place to harvest the peaches, and Bel- 
cher says that Rieckenberg got his 
order by misrepresentation. Riecken- 
berg says that Beicher drew a gun 
on him, while the tatter says the for- 
mer advanced on him in the orchard 
with his hand tn his hip pocket, and 
told him to get out while he could 


walk.

Chairman B. F. Yoakum of Rock 
island-’Friseo Board Says All Whe 
Travel in Europe Return With the 
Same Verdict—Shippers Save Four | 
Billion Dollars on Freight. 


(SPECIALLY CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, Sept. 1.—'Four billion 
dollars would be added to the American 
freight bill if the people of this coun- 
try had to pay the same rates as the 
English shipper,”’ said Mr. B. F. Yoa- 
kum, chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittees of the Rock Island-Frisco lines 
to a Times reporter, yesterday after- 
noon. 
Mr. Yoakum had been asked by the 
Times regarding the differences in rates 
on American and foreign railroads. 
After making the foregoing statement 
he continued: | 
“Nearly every one of the thousands of 
travelers who return from abroad in 
the next sixty days will bear witness 
that our railroads are the best in the 
world. There is no doubt about this 
being true. Three things are of im- 
portance to the people and their welfare 
concerning railroads. They are:— 
“1. The efficiency’ of the service. 
“2. Cost of the service to the public. 
“3. Wages paid to employés. 
“In all these things the railroads of 
the United States are ahead of the rail- 
roads of any other country. That the 
service furnished by American railroads 
is better than that furnished by the 
railroads of any other country is an 
uhdisputed fact. 
“We will now look at the cost of the 
service.

“The freight revenue of United 
States railways, according to  Inter- 


state Commerce statistics for the year 
1907, were $1,826,000,000. If the United 
States for thet period had paid the 
English rate for freight the cost would 
have been four billion dollars more 
than the people of this country paid 
at the present rate. At the English 
freight rate the total freight bill in 
the United States would have been 
$5,713,000,000, Inetead of $1,826,000,000, as 
paid at the United States freight 
charge. 

“It is not difficult to show how this 
four billion difference occurs.” 

Here Mr. Yoakum turned to a wall 
map of England. and indicating Man- 
chester and London, said: 

“The charge to move a ton o: grain 
between these points, a distance of 227 
miles, is $4.21." 
Then, turning to a map of the United 
Stotes and pointing to St. Louis, he 
said: 
“It costs only $1.4 to move a ton 
of grain from St. Louis to Chicago, a 
distance of 280 miles, and from St. 
Louls to New York, 1066 miles, a ton 
of. grain is moved for $4, or twenty-one 
cents less than the English charge 
from Manchester to London, léss than 
one-quarter the distance. 
DIFFERENCE IN WAGES. 

“I¢ the 1,675,000 railway employés of 
this country had been paid the English 
wages the total compensation for the 
year 1907 would have been $605,000,000, 
instead of $1,075,000,000, as it was.

“The conpensation of the section 
man in the United States is $423 per 
annum, which is $108 more than con- 
ductors are maid in Great Britain and 
$122 more than locomotive firemen are 
paid in that country. 
“Superior efficiency of American 
railroads is generally known. The 
cheapness of the American service by 
comparison is plainly indicated by the 
instances cited and the figures I have 
quoted. The wage of workers is strik- 
ingly in gur favor. But the satisfac- 
tory think to me is that this better 
servicé at lower cost is accomplished 
after paying double the Wages to em- 


ployés. It certainly can cause no one 
to think less of American railway 
management. 


“The railroads of this country and 
their management are being closely 
studied and analyze’ by the Ameri- 
can people. The more.they study it 
and come to understand the transpor- 
tation question the more fully are they 
impressed with the fact that railroads 
‘should not be harassed to a point of 
retarding business, growth devel- 
opment of the country and the em- 
ployment of men. 

REBATING EVIL STOPPED. 
“There is no just complaint about 
regulations to prevent discrimination 
and injustice to the public. Rebating 
has heen made a crime and stopped. 
All are better for it. I do not con- 
tend that no mistakes have been made 
in the rallroad affairs of this country. 


It 
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but, recognizing and admitting these 
faults, it certainly cannot cause any 
one to think less of rail4ay manage- 
ment and the efficiency of their offi- 
cers and employés. Would it not be 
in the interest of cvery business in 


. this country to let it be known that 


all of our regulative laws are going to 
be rigidly enforced, that future legis- 
lation will not be enacted without due 
and proper consideration to properly 
safeguard all interests?” 

Using the figures prepared by Mr. 
Yoakum as to wags of employés 
and freight rate, the accompanying fi- 
lustrations give the story at a glance. 
The size of the man representing the 
faverage railroad employé is scaled ac- 
jeording to compensation, and the 
blocks upon which they are standing 
are scaled to show comparatively the 
freight rate a ton one mile.

¢ GOSSIP OF THE | 


FOREIGN STAGE. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 


LONDON, Aug. 2%.—When Rann 
Kennedy tried the daring experiment 
of introducing the character of Christ 
on the stage in New York in his play, 
“The Servant in the House” critics 
were frankly dubious of its favorable 
reception by the republic. The Eng- 
lish dramatist’s courage was justified 
by the reception of the play not only 
New York but subsequently 
throughout the United States on tour 
and this circumstance seems to have 


encouraged Jerome K. Jerome, the 
English humorist, to enter the lists 
With a dramatization of his story, 


“The Passing of the Third Floor Back, ’ 
in which the central figure is a rein- 
carnation of the Savior. This fact is 
not brought forward by any direct 
means, but by numerous little touches. 
The character will not be known by 
any name but in the three parts in 
which the play is divided—a prologue, 
a play and an epilogue—he will be 
known respectively as “a Passer-by,” 
“the Third Floor Back” and “a 
Friend.” Jerome hopes and indeed js 
very confident that the English audi- 
ence at the St. James's Theater where 
Forbes Robertson and Gertrude Elliott 
are to produce the play on Tuesday 
next, will recognize that he has handled 
the subject in a spirit of reverence and 
sincerity and that they will accord 
his effort the same sort of respectful 
hearing that was secured for Kennedy's 
play in the United States. 


Almost coincident with the produc- 
tion of his and Louis Parker's drama- 
tized version of “The Manxman,” 
which will be produced at the Lyceum 
Theater on Saturday evening, Hall 
Caine appears in print with recollec- 
tions of the production of his first 
play. It was in 1888 that, in conjunc- 
tion with Wilson Barrett, the novelist 
dramatized his novel “The Deemster,” 
and he tells, with every evidence of 
keen delight in recollection, of enter- 
ing into a contract with Barrett for 
royaltics of two guineas ($10) a per- 
formance unti] their total reached 
£800 ($1000) when they were to cease 
altogether. In writing of his experi- 
ence jn connection with the rehearsals 
and the first night of his play the au- 
thor ys: 

“There were the rehearsals, and, 
though, in my ignorance of stage man- 
agement, I took little or no part in 
them, I remember, as a unique experi- 
ence, the first moment when, stumb- 
ling through the pall of darkness which 
lies over ‘the front of the house’ in the 
day time, I first heard my own lines 
spoken by an actor on the stage. It 
Was almost as if someth'ng of myself 
had jn a dream, by a kind of hypnotic 
transfer, passed into the mouth of 
somebody else. 

“By the time of the first public per- 
formance this elusive sensation had 
naturally ;assed away, but then came 
another emotion equally new to me, 
and yet more thrilling, the emotion 
created by tears, the laughter, the ap- 
plause, and above all, the silence of 
the audience. It is just once in a man’s 
life that he produces his first play. 
and perhaps he may be pardoned if, 
after the lapse of years, he puts the ex- 
perience out of proportion. 

“T think it was a notable first night 
in some respects. The audience was 
great, for in all the years since I have 


never seen So many really distin- 
guished people in one place. The act- 
ing was great, too, and the reception 
was generous and almost tumultuous. 
I remember as something seen in a 
sort of delirious trance, through a 
mist of blinding tears, that at the fal 
of the curtain the whole audience was 
on its feet, and that when Barrett 
led me in front of the curtain there 
was a roar «that dazed and stunned 
me.” 


To me one of the most delightful sur- 
prises for some time past was the 
sight of Happy Fanny Fields, who, of 
course, is an American, in the part of 
“Mitzi” in the revised edition of “The 
Girls of Gottenberg,” which has just 
been nted in London. The orig- 
inal Mitzi, Gertie Millar, has been 
dragged, off to New York to play the 
part for Charles Frohman. appy 
Fanny's brand of humor while it has 
been immensely popular with the 
habitues of the English music ha!ls, 
has always been rather forced and vul- 
gar. That she had the making of a 
real fine musical comedy comedienne 
in her no one seemed to realize until 
George Edwardes came along and of- 
fered her her present part. That very 
excellent manager has evidently 
coached her and planed the rough 
edges off of her art and if he lets her 
escape from his clutches for many 
long months he is not the astute busi- 
ness men that I take him to be.

To put the teaching of this biography 
into @ paragraph, it is that a child of 
God should guard his spiritual sen- 
sitiveness above his life.

Even as Saul observed the 
outward sfate of royalty even after 
he had been rejected from the throne 
by Jehovah, so it is possible for one

The opposing foe was Is- 
rael’s historic enemy, the Philistines 
(from whom, by a strange irony, the 
Palestine of today gets its name.)

tion to this loss suffered by the King 
was the greater one of self-control] and 
confidence, and, greatest of all, the

— God cannot hope to win without

The last stand was made on the 
slope of Mount Gilboa. The Israelites 
were utterly routed. The King him- 
self was sorely wounded, and his three 
sons, Jonathan, Abinadab and Mal- 
chishua, were slain. The remaining 
eon, Ishbosheth, apparently was not in 
the battle and survived for two trou- 
Died then to be treacherously 
Instead of meeting death 

a soldier, the wounded King was 
terror-stricken lest he should be slain 
by the enemy, and his body abused: so 
he entreated his armor-bearer to 
thrust him through. The latter refused 
and Saul took his own sword, and fell 
upon it. The armor-bearer then fol- 
lowed his example. 

The death of the King completed the 


years, 


rout of his army, and the Philistines. 


Bad only to come and loot the camp. 
They cut off Saul’s head, stripped his | 
@rmor for a temple offering, and hung 
his body to the wall of Bethshan, thus 
inflicting the ignominies which ~ the 
King had hoped to escape. While 
the Philistines were, in a sense, the 
agent of Saul’s death, he really died, 
we are told, because of his trespass 
against Jehovah, and because he had 
kept not the word of Jehovah. Thus 
we hear, echoing above the clamor_of 
battle, the words of the prophet Sam- 
uel, “Behold, to obey is better than 
sacrifice; and to hearken than the fat 
of rama.” 


A Glimpse of Gratitude. 

No times are wholly evil: and it is 
pernicious to represent them as being 
so. Indiscriminateness is the sin of 
the muck-raker. Even in this dark 
day for Israel there were men who 
afford a shining example for all agee. 
Early in his career the better Saul 
had rescued Jabesh-Gilead from an 
oppressor; there men never forgut. 
Their lineage was not particularly i!- 
lustrious; but they knew the royal 
grace of gratitude. So when they 
heard how the Philistines had displayed 
Saul's body on a city wall, together 
with the bodies of his sons, for the 
public to scoff at, and for carrion birds 
to devour, they remembered his friend- 
ship for them, and a chosen band of 
their bravest made a brilliant dash 
upon Bethshan, and rescped the bod- 
jes, and gave them decent burial. 

For that deed David honored the 
men of Jabesh-Gilead. It was an ac- 
tion after his own heart. Often the 
victim of ingratitude himself, he was 
yet of a generous and grateful nature, 
with a high sense of honor. When an 
Amalekite, thinking to gain reward 
from the King’s foe for his tidings, 
brought him a false story of having 
siain Saul, David, believing the tale, 
ordered that the man himself be put 
to death for having laid violent hands 
upon the Lord's anointed. Still later, 
he showed kindness to the son of Jon- 
athan and to the son of Saul. 

The mecnanimity of David is best 
revealed ov the sincere sorrow that 
breatnies through the eiegy which he 
compored upon the death of Saul and 
Jonathan, “The Song of the Bow.” 
Death blotted out all his sense of 
wrong, and he cherished only the mem- 
ory of the Saul that once had been, 
before his kingly spirit died. Saul was 
now dead: he had been worse than 
dead. henceforth David would perpet- 
wate only the virtues of the King, aud 
of his more royal son.

After David spared Saul at Hach- 
flah and reproached him for his cru- 
elty, he fied to the Philistine Achila, 
King of Gath, for he knew Saul too ; 
well to accept his impulsive invitation 
to go back to the palace. He felt) 
more desolate than ever, for he knew 
Saul would kill him, if he had a 
chance. It was a rash thing to go to 
his enemies, where he would have to 
practice deception and would get = 
trouble, 
professions of friendship, and was 
given the city of Ziklag for himeeif 
and his band. He was made guardian 
of the borders, and was forced to pre- 
tend to be an enemy of his own peo- 
| ple. He hoodwinked the King, but 
not his lords, and when the Philistines 
went to war with Saul, they would not 
let David fight with them against Is- 
rael, for fear he would betray them 
in a critical hour. He and his men 
were sent back home, but on their re- 
turn found that Ziklag had been 
burned and plundered by the Amale- 
kites. He recovered their families and 
possessions. At the same time the 
war was on in a tragic fashion 
between the Philistines and the Israe!- 
itess The former were encamped at 
Jezeel, in the valley of Esdraeion, one 
of the world’s famous battlefields, 
where Saul and his army had gath- 
ered. Saul was unnerved. 
his counselor, was dead; God had left 
him. This army of Philistines, awful 
in size and equipment, was too much 
for him. In his despair he relapsed 
into the superstition he had tried to 
suppress, by God's com@mand, and con- 
su:ited a witch, but because God al- 
lowed nim to announce Saul's doom. 
The tragic events follow very rapidly, 
and it is an important fact that the 
awfu! 4efeat of Saul, for distrust and 
“isobedience, took place near where 
Gideon, with careful and brave obedi- 
ence, won a unique victory several 
generations before.

In the final moment of utmost de- 
spair Saul took his own life, by plant- 
ing the hilt of his sword in the ground 
and falling upon its sharp point. Let 
us try to enter inte his feelings and 
understand the reason for his rash 


Before he entersd on the battle he 
Was umerved by the ripening convic- 
tion that God had doomed’ him, as 
Samuel had told him, during his life 
after death. Now, at this moment, 
many things crushed his hope, and led 
to the suicide—his people were routed 
and many slain; army all gone; his 
s0ns were slain, all save one, and there : 
was small hope that he would have a* 
successor from among his sons; the 
enemy were upon him and would surely 
kill him; they would torture him before 


prolonged pain; they would make sport 
of him, too, in ways that would add 
to his humiliation, and he would es- 
cape that. As Maclaren says: 

“So we have to ‘hink of him as there 
at bay, like a wounded bison, his sons 
dead, his kingdom gone, his soidierly 
glory qvenched, the arrows falli 
thick aroun! him, and black despair in 
his heart. Never was there a more 
tragical ending of a career, once radi- 
ant, with g:eat possibilities and rich 
in budding promise. How far he had 
traveled fromé@ghat cay, when. in the 
dawning morning, Samuel poured the 
oll on his head and kissed him. And 
his traveling had all been steadily 
downward, Ull he had reached this 
lowest depth of despair and -gself- 
slaughter. Hope was gone, courage was 
gone, everything was gone: and now 
life had better go, he thought.”
